Tka Ato at i c an people are known the world over as a reckless 
paap d a t a cfc l a ta in two respects. 

latha first place, it is charged that they arc most indifferent 
to the value of huinan lid and ronsiM]ucntly there is a waste of 
life from l asily prevt nliil'le c aiiscs . dtalli Iruni th<- preventable 
dis<-a--e'., 11 < kless driving; ol aulonioliilt s, bad nianagtment of the 
lailroad--. ( aieiessness of railroad employes, and, what IS WOraa 
still, the piirpos4-ful taking of human lite, in wUch tka Uailtd 
States has a retonl surpassing Spain and Italy. 

The other rcspt'Ct in which recklessness is not ealy ckarftd 
against us but proved is in the matter of the dcstrtKtioa of prop- 
erty by lir<-. fiere are some of the f^plroa: 

Fire loasas in the United Statat arc aearlj tea tiaMa wbat 
they are ia Germany, aaMaetiaf ia tke UaHed Stotea aad Caaada 
l aga tk ti in 191 1, to fiS^fSSTt^S^v^t <•< tka United States, I3.51 
par ca^to agaiaat 33c ia Buaope. If tke coat of prevention be 
added to tke loaa, the figuraa come up to 1450,000,000. To this 
mast be added a total of five thousand killed and fifty thousand 
injured as the result of these fires. During i.jii an t dui ational 
< ampaiK" «as carried on throunhout the I nion. tlie aim of which 
was to put b. fore the p» ople so thoroughly the i ause's of (ires and 
the methods of previ ntiiin that the yj ar i()i2 miglit mark a great 
t' lliKiion in these losses. Ilut for January ol the new year the 
loss averaged a million dollars a day or so per cent more than for 
the same month last year. 

These figures are appalling and ought to lie sufficient to cauaa 
an awakening when it is remembered that fire lose ia an irrepar- 
able loss. Altbough it may be covarad by inaunaoa, iaaaraace 
only meaaaa diatrwatioa of Uto baidaa of laaa, wkito ia laality tke 
deatructioa of p roperty a»d oikar valoablaa by fire ia ao much 
forevwr taken out of the torn total of tba wealth of the country. 

Tbc difference in loss in this country and in Germany is ac 
counted for by the rigid laws in the latter country, which provide 
for a careful investigation to fi.\ the responsibility and adeiiuate 
penalties which, in many instances, place the burden of the loss up- 
on the persons found to be responsible. This accounts for a low 
percentage o( loss there. .At the same time the high percentage 
in this country is attributed to wliat is called our insistence upon 
"personal freedom' — the freedom, for instance, to smoke a cigar- 
ette or cigar wherever we please and to carelessly throw away a 
burning match. Of 4,334 known causes of (ire in Cbicaco laat 
year, 1, lai were due to the caralatt ate of matches.
